Federal Reserve Representative Ex- 
presses Confidence in American Dollar 
and Lauds Hoover’s New Financial 
Plan at Basel Conference. 


BASEL, Switzerland, Oct, 11.—@) 
A declaration of confidence in the 
American dollar and an assurance that 
President Hoover's latest financial 
plan is “decidedly not a measure of 
inflation,” were given to an informal 
conference of chiefs of nine European 
aud Japanese banks tonight by Ran- 
dolph Burgess, representative of the 


| Federal Regerve Bank of New York, 


Mr. Burgess talked to his banker 
colleagues about American financial 
institutions for an hour and a half 
and then answered a number of their 
questions, 

He explained in detail President 
Hoover's plan for a national credit 
institution and declared it will not 
create more credit, but only make ex- 
isting eredit more available to the 
public. 

His explanation was the principal 
feature of a four-hour informal meet- 
ing of the governors of 10 large cen- 
tral banks with Gates W. McGarrah, 
president of the World Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements. 

Any rumors and _ suggestions, he 
said, that the United States’ mone- 
tary system is threatened with a gold 
shortage are “absurd.” His pronounce-

PARIS EXPERT ASSURES 
PROSPECTIVE GOLD BUYERS 

PARIS, Oct. 11.—(/)—The French 

people who may lean toward with- 
drawing gold from the United States 
were assured by the financial expert 
of Le Temps tonight that the Wollar 
is seven times as strong as the pound 
sterling and twice as strong as the 
franc. 
_ The causes of banking difficulties 
in the United States, Le Temps’ ex- 
pert pointed out, differ widely from 
those which pulled England off the 
gold standard and from the difficul- 
ties in Germany. 

The creation of the new American 
credit institution after President Hoo- 
ver’s plan alarmed many French busi- 
nessmen and small bankers who fear- 
ed it meant inflation in the United 
States. 

The noted journalist, Pertinax, in 
the Echo de Paris, said today a “regu- 
lated inflation” would be beneficial. 

“America owes less abroad than 
foreigners owe her,” Le Temps said. 
“She is a creditor even for circulat- 
ing capital. Without doubt her short- 
term credits placed abroad are frozen 
for the most part. Foreigners possess- 
ing assets in the United States hare 
been withdrawing them, but America’s 


large stock of gold makes it possible 

to meet the situation without the risk

Weapon Carrier’s Trou- 
bles Overshadow Those 
of Chief at Moment.

CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—(4)—The 
troubles of Philip D'Andrea, “one of 
the boys,” overshadowed those of Al 
Capone tonight on the eve of the sec- 
end week in the gang chief's trial on 
income tax charges. i 

D’Andrea, constant. companion of 
Capone at the trial so far, must ex- 
plain to Judge James H. Wilkerson. 
tomorrow morhing how he happened 
to be carrying a pistol in federal court. 

It was indicated the judge may 
find him in contempt of courf. 

After D’Andrea has made his ex- 
planation gnd learned his fate, the 
government plants te start again the 
parade of witnesses telling of such 
things as Capone's $200 a week meat 
purchases, $3,000 banquets, e tips 
eM. boys, and $3,141 telephone 
lis, ; 
Judge Wilkerson took pains to de- 
clare plainly that he considers the 
carrying of pistols in federal court a 
serious matter. At a special session 
of court called yesterday to consider 
D’Andrea‘’s case, he ordered court of- 
ficers to take particular eare that no 
others enter the court with weapons. 

Legal authorities said the judge 
may use his own discretion in pun- 
ishing D'Andrea, who probably will be 
defended by Capen San Mich- 
ael Ahern and Albert Fink. The 
judge referred to D’Andrea’s offense 
a8 “a flagrant violation: of a federal 
court rule of long standing.” ' 

“Phil is just a friend of mine, ‘one 
of the boys,’ you might say,’’ Capone 
said in protesting the arrest. “I'll see 
that he doesn’t carry a gun again, or 
even keep him out of: court, if the 
judge says so.” 

D’Andrea first claimed he was a 
deputy municipal court bailiff and 
had a permit to carry weapons. Gov- 
ernment officials investigated, how- 
ever, and said the bailiff appointment

Although the 84-year-old inventor 
again recognized his wife, who has 
been almost constantly at his bedside 
during his long illness, his condition 
was such that Dr. Howe said “We 
cannot reasonably expect him to live

HITLER MAKES BID 
10 ASSUME. ROLE 
OF GERMAN DUCE 


Nationalist . Leader De- ; 


clares War on Bruening 
and Indicates Desire To 
Rule as Dictator.

HARZBURG, Germany, Oct. 11.— 
()—Adolf Hitler, leader of the na- 
tional socialists, declared war on 
Chancellor Heinrich Bruening today 
and let it be known he is willing to 
be Germany’s Mussolini. 

One of his lieutenants also declared 
that Alfred Hugenberg’s nationalists, 
Franz Seldte’s “Stee} Helmeters” and 
other nationalistic organizations, were 
merely welcome instruments for seiz- 
ing power legally, but would be thrown 
into the discard after fulfilling their 
temporary functions. 

Before the so-called united nation- 
alist opposition convened in joint ses- 
sion this afternoon, Hitler stole a 
march by inviting newspapermen to a 
meeting of national socialist (“Nazi”) 
members of the federal and state par- 
liaments. 

Denounces Bruening. i 

Here he read a proclamation de- 
nouncing Chancellor Bruening, the 
Versailles treaty and Marxism and 
avowing that his “Nazi-ism” alone 
was able to create those conditions by 
which Germany could fulfill her non- 
political financial obligations. The 
parliament members pledged assent by 
giving the fascist salute. 

Before Hitler read his proclama- 
tion, Wilhelm Frick, former Thurin- 
gian premier, spoke of relations with 
other nationalists. 

“We have been criticized for mix- 
ing with wishy-washies,” he said. 

“Let me state emphatically that we 
are willing to establish a united front 
with other nationalist moyements only 
becausé we Wish to séizé politica 
power. Mussolini, too, at first work- 
ed with coalitions. 

“We claim to be the backbone of 
the national movement and we must 
demand leadership.” 

Like Military Camp. 

The little Spa of Harzburg, in the 
Harz mountains, seemed like a mili- 
tary camp. as the nationalist forces 
assembled for the conclave today. 

In Brunswick, of which Harzburg 
is a part, there is a “Nazi” govern- 
ment, hence Hitler and his followers 
were permitted to wear their brown- 
shirt uniforms. The steel-helmeters, 
among whom was the Hohenzollern 
Prince Hitel Friedrich, wore uniforms 
closely resembling those of the Reichs- 
wehr. 

Military commands were snapped 
out. Heels clicked in Prussian fash- 
ion, military kits were carried and sa- 
lutes were exchanged. Uniformed 
storm troops of the Hitler faction 
assumed police functions, ordering pco- 
ple off the streets or out of halls on 
commands from higher-ups. 

Some 5,000 steel-helmet and nation- 
al socialist members in their uniforms 
assembled at noon on a nearby mead- 
ow for a military field service.

1,000 picked men and a sprinkling of

Typifying the awakening in America 
to the necessity of reforestation is 
the program in New York, which 
calls not only for replanting neglect- 
ed forest areas, but contemplates 
the actually turning back for forest 
purposes of hundreds of thousands 
of acres now being farmed. 

Most of the states are stifl so 
rich in timber reserves that they 
have not given due consideration to 
the fact that their prosperity is 
founded to a large extent upon 
their forests.

Travelers’ Aid, Division of Chest, 


Renders Definite Service to Public 


In the ceaseless tide of humanity 
that flows through the Terminal Sta- 
tion, where journeys begin and end, 
there is situated, like an island of 
security, a desk on which is the sign: 
“Travelers’ Aid.” ee 

The sign stands for a definite serv- 
ice to the traveling public. It means 
that a watchful eye is there and a 
helping hand, ready to do what is 
needful. ; 

People who travel are often in need 
of help. They arrive in a strange 
town, far from their friends and 
home, hewildered, tired, often penni- 
less. The Travelers’ Aid is there to 
assist them with money, advice of 
service, 

Perhaps necessity forces a child to 
travel alone. Throughout its journey 
the Travelers’ Aid protects it and 
guides it. 

Perhaps an elderly “woman fails te 
find the relative who is supposed to 
meet her at the end of a journey. The 
Travelers’ Aid gets in touch with the 
relative for her. 

These things are part of the sim- 
ple, every-day routine of the Travel- 
ers’ Aid Society in Atlanta, which, 
under the expert direction of Mrs. J. 
W. Payne, the executive secretary. 
met 19,420 travelers last year and 
rendered assistance to 17,990, a rec- 


ord as impressive as any of 38 chari- 
table agencies of the Community 
Chest. with which this organization 
is affiliated. 

Of those who were given heln 1,028 
were children under 16; 3,173 were 
between 16 and 21; 1,183 were pest 
60. Many had never traveled alone 
before. Many were mothers surround- 
ed by little children. Quite a num- 
ber were ill and in need of medical 
attention, which was given by the so- 
ciety. 

The Travelers’ Aid has been func- 
tioning here for many years. It has 
been rendering service constantly, 
gradually enlarging its work to meet 
the new problems brought about 
through the establishment of bus 
lines and the growing number of “tin- 
ean tourists.” All of this means that 
the society must maintain more con- 
tacts, meet old problems in a new 
guise in order te keep abreast of the 
times. 

That this has been done is a trib- 
ute to the local organization. It 
stands high among the similar socie- 
ties which function at all large cities, 
and is an efficient cog in the chari- 
table system of the Community Chest, 
with its agencies that work together 
to place funds where each dollar does 
the most good.

NANKING AGAIN REQUESTS 
URGENT PEACE MEASURES 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Oct. 11.— 
(P)—Dr. Alfred Sze.-Chinese delegate 
to the League of Nations, communi- 
cated to Sir Eric Drummond, secre- 
tary general of the league, a request 
from the Nanking government today 
that the league take “urgent measures 
toward peace” in Manchuria. 

The message described the situation 
following the bombing of Chinchow as 
exceedingly grave and urged the league 
to send a commission to investigate it. 

Prentiss Gilbert, United States con- 
sul general at Geneva, spent some time 
this afternoon with Secretary Sir Eric 
Drummond. It was understood they 
discussed a note from Secretary of 
State Stimson setting out in full the 
attitude of the American government 
in the present crisis. 

Lord Reading, British foreign min- 
ister, is expected to arrive tomorrow 
morning. Dino Grandi, Italian for- 
will arrive tomorrow 
night, as will Foreign Minster Brand, 
of France. 

A further series of communications 
from governments concerned was is- 
sued tonight, three by the Japanese, 
one by the British and one by the 
German goyernments. The German 
government’s note said the German 
consulate at Mukden reported no 
change in the number of Japanese 
troops there, although the distribution 
changes daily. It added that to com- 
bat fugitive soldiers and bandits al- 
most daily expeditions are made into 
Chinese territory, and that there is 


daily airplane reconnoitering toward 


the west and that bombs are dropped, 
the Japanese say, when they are at- 
acked. ‘ Rex!

NANKING, Oct. 11.—(?)—An

The note, carrying a formal warn- 
ing that anti-Japanese agitation must 
be suppressed or “the Chinese govern- 
ment will be held responsible for the 
consequences,” was delivered at the 
foreign office by the Japanese minis- 
ter, Mamoru Shigemitsu. 

Later a high government official in- 
dicated to a representative of the As- 
sociated Press that China’s reply, 
which was expected to be delivered to- 
morrow, would include the following 
terms: 

“That the anti-Japanese movement 
in China, supported by patriotic mo- 
tives, was caused by the invasion of 
Manchuria by Japan. Unless there 
are unlawful acts committed the Chi-| 
‘nese government cannot undertake to 
| stop the movement. : 

“That the nationalist government is 
making every effort to protect Japa- 
nese and their property and the fact 
that there had not been any attack 
on Japanese lives or property in the 
territory controlled by Nanking, is 
silent proof of the Chinese govern- 
ment’s desire and ability to * protect 
the Japanese. 

“That if Japan desires to end the 
anti-Japanese movement it is for her 
to abide by the resolution ; of the 
League of Nations council, withdraw 
her troops and restore conditions as 
existed prior to her invasion last 
month of Chinese territory. 

“That J@pan should realize that 
dispatching of further warships to 
Chinese waters would aggravate the

Many girls and young women make 
the mistake of daubing all kinds of 


complexion preparations on the skin, 
which merely add to the excess of oil 
already present. What is more ridicu- 
lous, many of the cosmetic nostrums 
purport to feed the skin or something, 
the manufacturers apparently having 
the secret of nourishing the body with- 
out putting anything through the 
esophagus. Many of the customers are 
beautiful or would be with a little less 
artifice; all of them must be pretty 
dumb, 

For more mature individuals who 
have insufficient natural skin oil 
(sebum) varioug oils are helpful in 
eeping the skin in good condition 
and the complexion clear. One of the 
best is plain cold cream freshly pre- 
ared by the pharmacist after the 
ormula for Ung. Aquae Rosae (oint- 
ment of rose water) in his standard 
formulary, the Pharmacopoeia. 

No artificial skin oil can compare 
with the natural sebum. All artificial 
skin oils have the/drawback that they 
do not last long—they dry up too 
quickly, or disappear by attrition. Of 
course no oil is absorbed by the skin. 

A good skin oil should be used very 
sparingly in any case. A teaspoonful 
is enough for the whole body for a 
day. Not enough to make the skin 
look or feel greasy in any case, 

Olive oil, sweet almond oil, cocoa 
butter (oil of theobroma) and palm 
eocoanut oil are all good oils for this 
purpose. 

Oil of sesame (otherwise known as 
teel oil and benne oil) is particularly 
useful as a skin oil because it is slow 
to dry away and it does not clog the 
skin as some other oils do. Sesame oil 
was used by the ancient Egyptians 
and Persians and is still used by the 
Arabs as a_ skin beautifier. Plain 
sesame oil will become rancid if kept 
long, but when the following formula 
is compounded by the. pharmacist. it 
keeps well and is praised by many 
users who require some such daily ap- 
plication to keep the skin and com- 
plexion in condition: 

Sesame oil ........... 4 ounces 

Powdered benzoin .:...20 grains 

Absolute alcohol .......12 drops 

Rub up the oil with the benzoin in 
a mortar and keep at about blood tem- 
perature for three hours over a water 
bath, then cool and add the alcohol, 
stir and filter. This is a job for a 
pharmacist, not a cook, 7 

A few drops of the same oil may 

be used on the scalp daily to keep 
excessively dry scalp and hair in con- 
dition. 
_ Asa rule — skins and complex- 
ions like plenty of soap and water and 
the less grease or oil or cream the bet- 
ter. Older skins are irritated by soap 
and water, and soothed and improved 
by the daily use of grease, oil or 
cream,

Shaw Says Achievements in Soviet 
Have Put United States to Shame 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11—H)— 
George Bernard Shaw, in a trans-At- 
lantie broadcast to the United States 
today, maintained that “Russia has 
the laugh on us.” 

The bearded Irish philosopher and 
playwright, speaking from London, 
defended communism and the soviet 
government in Russia, which he re- 
cently visited. The program, rebroad- 
east over a nationwide hookup, was 
his first radio speech exclusively for 
Americans, 

“Russia has us fooled, beaten, 
shamed, shown up, outpointed and all 
but knocked out,” Shaw asserted. 

“We have lectured her from the 
heights of our,modern superiority and 
now we are calling on the mountains 
to hide our blushes in her presence. 
“Russia flaunts her budget surplus, 
her people employed to the last man 
and woman, her scientific agriculture 


doubling and trebling her harvests, 
her roaring and multiplying factories, 
her efficient rulers, her atmosphere 
of such hope and security for the 
poorest has never before been seen in 
a civilized country on earth.” 

Shaw compared the overthrow of 
the eczarist regime in 1917 to the 
American Revolution. 

“Lenin and his friends took com- 
mand of the soviets and established 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 
lies,” he said, “exactly as Washington 
and Jefferson and Hamilton and 
Franklin and Tom Payne had estab- 
lished the United States of America 
141 years before. 

“After all,” he remarked, “some of 
the most wonderful things the Rus- 
sians are doing were suggested 50 
years ago by Americans, many of 
whom have been sent to jail for their 
pains.”

Among 
the things raised by Mr. Wilbanks are 
corn, okra, beans, peas, sweet and 
Irish potatoes, tomatoes, squash, heets, 
carrots, cotton, all kinds of feed, 
chickens, hogs and winter legumes. 

Last year he planted only one acre 
of cotton, which produced two Dales, 
or -approximately. six. times as much 
as the average acre. 

Mr. Wilbanks was one of the first 
farmers in Georgia to install a trench 
silo, which is a new idea and is des- 
tined to go far toward revolutionizing 
the live-stock industry. This silo is 
bult underground and provides a store- 
house to supply feed stuffs for farm 
animals during the winter. It is an 
inexpensive proposition, the only 
equipment neéded is a mule and a 
drag shovel. Into the excavation the 
ground feed is placed and covered with 
straw or pine needles,

LOUIS, Oct. 11.—(4)— Where 
the embattled Burleigh Grimes storm- 
ed about on the pitching peak under 
a mid-summer sun hurling his spitters 
and curves past the bats of the help- 
less Athletics, a cold rain fell today. 
Fall had set in, and another World 
Series was drifting into memories, 

Only Saturday the sun beat down 
an the right-hand veteran, edging his 
way bit by bit toward the revenge he 
has been dreaming of since the A’s 
whipped him twice in 1930. The first 

5,000,000 series in five years was 
deadlocked at three games all. 

Connie Mack still had a chance to 
achieve the record he wanted moat 
above all else in his 50 years of base- 
ball, three consecutive’ world cham- 
pionships, And inning after inning 
old Sergeant Gabby Street saw his am- 
bition to pilot even one world titk- 
holder grow brighter and brighter. 

All that is part of the record book 
now—how the St. Louis Cardinals, at 
the close of one of the most thrilling 
series of all times, rallied around Bur- 
leigh to win the seventh and final 
game, 4 to 2, and bring the world 
championship back to the National 
league for the first time since this 
same St, Louis club, under similarly 
dramatic conditions, beat the New 
York Yankees by the same margin, 
four games to three, five years ago.

The players scattered to their homes 
today, some to relax and rest, some to 
work at trades of their winter months, 
some to hunt and fish.

The first whiff has already been a 
strong tonic to nerves, which alone is 
expected to facilitate recovery, for 
while the morbid state of mind diag- 
nosis was first made prematurely, 
there is little question that it de- 
scribes the current condition. 

If the outlook for improvement has 
vastly brightened in the past week, it 
was obviously too early to expect a 
quickening of the pulse of trade. The 
new and vigorous course of treatment 
has only been started. 

Such basic weekly indicators as steel 
production, freight car loadings and 
electric power consumption, were off 
slightly as measured on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. Nevertheless, F. W. 
Dodge’s report of building contracts 
let during September provided consid- 
erable encouragement. The daily aver- 
age was 12 1-2 per cent over August, 
while the average gain for the past sev- 
eral years has been but 1 1-2 per cent. 

Commodities Bolstered. 

Commodity prices appeared to have 
been bolstered by the brightened sen- 
timent, although a rally in response to 
the $500,000,000 bank pool plan was 
short-lived. Some economists, who in- 
terpret the administration’s wlan of 
credit mobilization as promising some 
degree of inflation, are predicting an 
upturn in prices. 

Nevertheless, such leading lines as 
wheat, cotton and copper are so sen- 
sitive to worldwide conditions, and 80

Heavily adver- 
tised sales, featuring such items as 
wearing apparel, radio sets, hardware 
and electrical supplies, are reported 
as having met with fair response, 
Wholesalers are getting some rush or- 
ders for blankets, housewares and 
some lines of apparel. 

The automobile industry remains ex- 
meet quiet, with output running 
around one-quarter of capacity. as 
manufacturers are taking their time 
about putting new models on the mar- 
ket. Executives express considerable 
optimism ever the outlook for early 
1932, however, as the campaign to 
overcome public nervousness over the 
banking structure is expected to re- 
lease considerable deferred buying. 

As the automobile industry vets un- 
der way on new models, it should help 
the steel producers considerably. 
aid comes to the railroads, renewed 
buying of steel rails and railway equip- 
ment should quickly develop. 


COTTON GOODS SALES 
EXGEED PRODUCTION 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—There was 
a considerable pick-up in the volume 
of business last week. Our sales have 
been in excess of production and the 
yardage sold the largest since the 
week of July 2. Print cloths moved 
in larger volume than in any way 
since the end of June, but prices de- 
clined again to a basis of 5c for 
80-80s ; 33-4c to 35-Sc for 38 1-2-in. 
64-60s. Fine and fancy goods also 
well in excess of production. 

On Monday New York was steeped 
in gloom emanating from Wall 
Street, but the clouds lifted on Tues- 
day with the news that constructive 
action was being taken from Wash- 
ington regarding’ the whole financial 
situation. Confidence showed  dis- 
tinct signs of improvement and it was 
evident how anxious people were to 
regain sober thinking once more and 
to cease being frightened by specters 
and other imaginations. 

Stocks have been decreasing slow- 
ly, it is true, but steadily week after 
week for the last three months. The 
necessity for goods has been under- 
neath the market all this time but it 
has been buried and kept out of sight 
by fear. One of these days it will 
come to the surface and, when it 
does, we shall feel sorry for the con- 
sumer who misses his market. 

The way in which the market took 
the government crop estimate  con- 
vinces us that the bad news is all 
known now and that when the next 
move begins it can only be in a for- 
ward direction.
